Illinois 
Regiments Will Get More 
Money, According to New Ruling, 
Members of Co. G. Í. N. G., will re­ 
ceive with complacency the news that 
the comptroller of the treasury has de­ 
cided th a t the members of all regi­ 
ments are entitled to pay for rank in 
the regular army in addition to what 
they receive from the state for the 
recent encampment. 
They 
will re­ 
ceive pay for their time from their 
assembling preparatory t.o departure 
for camp to their dismissal in the 
armory upon their return. A circular 
has been issued through the war de­ 
partm ent to th a t effect. 
The above ruling is in accordance 
with the provisions or the Dick law 
passed at the last session of congress, 
ft was the understanding th a t the 
guard was to receive pay from the 
national government for the encamp­ 
ment, hut what subsequent rulings 
regarding the time allowed and other 
details would he made had been un­ 
certain. 
The militiamen were some­ 
what, anxious its to what the decision 
would be as there had been a consider­ 
able expense for each company in se­ 
curing the equipment necessary and 
required by the army reorganization 
law.

tropical hurricanes, tornadoes, cloud­ 
bursts, hot waves, cold waves, frosts, 
and in northern sections an incipient \ 
bli/.zard. 


These great disturbances will con­ 
tinue over a period ten days from 
about 12 to 22 and all styles of weather 
that sometimes come in October will 
be included In that ten days. 
These 
storms will probably strike hardest 
where the greater disturbances of the 
past three months did not appear. 
Nature is inclined to tie generous in 
the distribution 
of such gifts and 
when this storm period has passed 
most places will have 
experienced 
some of the weather extremes that 
will have occurred during August, 
September and < >ctober. 
About date of this bulletin, and im­ 
mediately after, comes one of those 
very dangerous 
storm disturbances 
which has been described In previous 
bulletins and it will continue to be or 
great force and danger till after 7. 
Temperature of the week ending 
October 12 will average af>ove and 
rainfall below normal.

be heavy in many places 3, 4, 5 and 6. 
November will give us some severe 
weather and the storms will be of
